Claim 1 and 3-6 stand allowable over the prior art. 

Claim 1 has been amended to overcome the Examiner's objection. 

Claim 5 has been amended to overcome the Examiner's rejection based on 35

known product comprised of "meta-aramid fibers." Thus, the amendment to claim 5 to set 
forth "meta-aramid fibers" does not add new matter.
